All- deposits of the bank are 
insured by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation and the in­ 
stitution is a member of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System.

assets 
of more than three hundred and 
, thirty thousand dollars and a capi­ 
tal stock of $50,000 w ith $9,000 
surplus and profits, and deposits 
of approxim ately $281,000. 
The First State Bank was or­ 
ganized in December, 1910 with 
Judge J. E. Gray as President 
, and E. E. Anthony, present presi­ 
dent, as Cashier.

ing in Comanche. 
Mr. Anthony came to Coman­ 
che in 1893 as telegraph opera­ 
tor for the Fort W orth & Rio 
Grande Railway and entered the

( omanche National Rank. He held 
that position until 1903 w’hen he 
helped organize the F. & M. Bank 
with W. H. Montgomery as Presi­ 
dent and Mr. Anthony as Cash­ 
ier.

I want to thank the people of the 52nd Judicial District for the 
many courtesies, expressions of confidence and words of encouragement 
that I have received during the one year that it has been my p*lvl'eg^ 
to serve you as District Judge. I feel that I foBowed one of the best 
men and fairest Judges the district ever had and it has been my purpose 
at all times to keep the office upon the same high plane of service that 
it was when the duties were laid down by our late lamented fi lend. 
Judge Joe H. Eidson. 
With a feeling of pride and without any desire to appear boastful, 
mav I report to you the result of my services as a trial Judge. During 
the one year I have served you as District Judge I have had nine af- 
* firmances and not a single reversal by the higher courts, During my 
four years service as County Judge, out of all cases appealed I °u*> 
had one reversal, thus making five years service as a trial judge with 
hut one reversal by the appelate courts. I mention this for what it is 
worth to you in deteimining whether I am qualified to fill the otfice.
